Standing in the doorway of a bar, 
the drunk passed a few remarks as 
Sherri strode by. Resisting an im- 
pulse to clobber him, she just kept 
on walking.

EW WRESTLERS TAKE as 

much abuse as poor ol’ Ripper 
Collins. Seeing him in his skin-tight 
wrestling duds, some have said, is 
like seeing a sausage bulging out of 
its wrapper. 

Collins doesn’t help the situation 
any either. The most recent addi- 
tion to his wrestling wardrobe is a 
set of shocking pink tights with yel- 
low and mint green flowers imprint- 
ed all over them. “He looks like an 
explosion in a flower garden,” Dory 
Dixon said after seeing Collins in 
the new outfit. 


There's a big difference between Ripper Collins and many of his 
opponents. He calls it class—he's got it and his opponents don't. 
Other wrestlers have been known to call it something else! 
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Ripper claims to be greatly dis- 
turbed at the criticism of his ward- 
robe.

I guess I show- 
ed him.” 

Ripper explained how the whole 
crazy story came about. 

“That bum (meaning Maynard) 
came to Hawaii—where I’m the num- 
ber one wrestler—and told all my 
fans he wouldn’t wrestle anyone 
who'd wear pink tights with flowers 
all over them. I guess he was saying 
I was some kind of sissy or some- 
thing. But when I challenged him to 
put his money where his mouth was 
—he ran back to California like a 
scared rabbit. 

“IT don’t blame him for doing that. 
They let him hand pick his oppo- 
nents in California. We don’t do that 
in Hawaii, so all his lip about the 
way I dress was just an excuse for 
him to avoid wrestling me. 

“Well; I don't take that bull from 
nobody. I called the promoter where 
Maynard was appearing and told him 
‘IT want that man!’ 

“He tried to cover up for May- 
nard by saying he was booked for 
a few months and wouldn't have an 
opening for me. He offered me a 
whole bunch of other opponents... 
just to get me there, you know. That's 
the kind of drawing card I am. 

“I told him ‘nothing doing.’ I want- 
ed Maynard even if I had to wait 
a year. 

“Finally, about five months later, 
the promoter called. “One of May- 
nard’s opponents called in sick and 
I need a substitute for tonight, he 
said. ‘Can you make it?”

“I told him I'd be there. In less 
than an hour I was packed and at 
the airport. As soon as I landed | 
took a cab to the arena. And... you 
know I wore my pink tights with 
flowers...just to drive that bum 
crazy. To make a long story short, 
I beat him so easy I didn’t even work 
up a good sweat. 

“Of course, the fans laughed at 
my outfit. That’s what I can’t under- 
stand. They cheer nickel and dime 
slobs like Maynard, yet when they 
see a real fashion plate...a man 
who keeps up with the times... they 
laugh. 

“I don’t know how many of your 
readers remember the late Gorgeous 
George. He was a perfect example 
of what I’m talking about. He’d come 
into the ring with beautiful, long, 
fur-trimmed robes, colorful trunks, 
and a valette. He had class. He had 
Style. But the stupid fans figured 
‘this guy must be a sissy.’ At the 
beginning they laughed. But nobody 
laughed when he wrestled. Once he 
got through with an opponent they 
never wanted to face him again. He 
showed them all, just like I do.” 

Ripper claims Maynard and wres- 
tlers like him are simply jealous. 
He says they either don’t have the 
money or the imagination to keep 
up with the latest styles. He accuses 
them of lacking class and says be- 
cause they're so jealous they try to

get back at him with stupid stunts. 
He gave an example of what he 
meant, again involving Maynard. 

“We were taping a TV interview 
in Honolulu,” Collins recalled, “and 
Maynard told the announcer he had 
a trophy he wanted to present to me. 

“I was surprised, but flattered. I 
figured this guy’s finally come to his 
senses and is going to present me a 
trophy for being the most popular 
wrestler in Hawaii, or something 
like that. 

“I go on camera to wait for the 
presentation. I even said ‘I think 
this is a wonderful thing Mr. May- 
nard is doing.” 


“Then that bum comes back and 
hands me the trophy ‘on behalf of 
wrestling fans everywhere.’ I thought 
that was kinda nice.

Read the inscription,’ he says. 

“So I did. ‘In honor of Ripper 
Collins,’ it said, ‘the worst dressed 
professional athlete in the history 
of sports.’ 

“The TV announcer immediately 
apologized. ‘I’m sorry,’ he said. ‘I 
didn’t realize he’d do something like 
that.’ 

“Meanwhile, Maynard is standing 
off to the side laughing to beat the 
band. He really thought it was fun- 
ny. But I topped him. 


“I called him back on camera and 
said ‘Earl, you need this more than 
I do. Hock it for $10 and buy your- 
self a couple of suits.’ That shut 
him up. 

“The following week they had to 
kill some air time so they interview- 
ed Maynard again. That’s the only 
time he gets on TV, you know, when 
they’ve got nobody else. 

“TI wouldn’t wrestle a man who 
wears pink tights with flowers on 
em,’ he says. Then, in a low voice, 
he says ‘you know why.’ 

“That, my friends, was what did 
it. He was calling me a sissy right 
on TV. I immediately challenged

him to a match and he ran back to 
California. But-as you saw, I caught 
up with him and made him pay for 
those remarks. It took me five 
months, but I made him pay.” 
Collins was far from finished on 
the- subject of Earl Maynard. In 
fact, he was just getting warmed up. 
“Compare me and Maynard out- 
side the ring,” he continued. “We’ve 
already seen there’s no comparison 
inside. He’s one of those guys who 
thinks he dresses real cool. But how 
can you be cool wearing hand-me- 
downs that didn’t even cost $15 when 
they were new? Maybe if he was a 
halfway decent wrestler he could 


earn more than five bucks a match 
and get himself some decent clothes. 

“What a laugh it is to see him 
walking down the street! His pants 
are baggy. His shoes are never shined. 
His suits are wrinkled. His shirt col- 
lars are frayed. He wears imitation 
jewelry. I know some drunks down 
at the Mission who dress better than 
he does. That’s probably where he 
gets his clothes. He steals them from 
drunks sleeping in alleys! 

“Now compare that to when the 
Ripper walks down the street. Every- 
body stops to look. Nothing less 
than $300 custom made suits. I look 
sharp from head to toe. When I wear 
my black derby hat, my blue velvet 
dinner jacket and my satin blue 
pants, everybody turns his head. 
They say ‘there goes a man with - 
class!” 

“Now let’s get away from clothes 
and get to wrestling. Maynard’s ab- 
solutely pathetic. Dull. Boring. And 
he thinks he’s good! Of course his 
fans in California go along with him 
so he won't crack up. 

“He knows three basic holds. a 
choke, a kick to the stomach, and

O UTLAW: “A FIERCE or un- 
controllable animal.” That's 
how the dictionary defines the word. 

Outlaws: “Two vicious animals 
who maim their opponents.” 

No, this definition isn’t from the 
same source. It’s the one most fans 
use when they describe the wrestling 
Outlaws—"Dirty” Dick Murdoch and 
“Desperado” Dusty Rhodes. 
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Dirty Dick Murdoch and Dusty Rhodes (with arm bandage 
each felt he was getting “too soft.” Murdoch admitted 

he was even beginning to feel sorry for some of the 
opponents he was wrecking. Hardly sounds like ol’ Dick. 
As hard as it is to imagine such a thing, 
Dusty Rhodes and Dirty Dick Murdoch 
got together again because they were 
“becoming. too nice to opponents while 


Up until early 1971, Rhodes and 
Murdoch were a top-rated team. 
Then, without warning, they went 
their separate ways. Now, two years 
later, they're back together and more 
violent than ever! 

“We split up because we were 
afraid of each other,” Murdoch re- 
vealed. “Dusty and I were unpredict- 
able. Neither of us wanted to get 


stuck with a life suspension because 
of the other guy. Know what I 
mean?” 

We didn’t. So Rhodes tried to clear 
things up. 

“Look,” he said with a mouth full 
of chewing tobacco, “you know what 
happens when someone murders an- 
other guy and you're an accomplice 
—you get the rap too. That’s what I 


was afraid of. Dick wanted to mur- 
der guys in the ring and I refused to 
take the rap with him.

“] rassled stag after me and Dusty 
split,’ Murdoch continued, “but my 
will to completely destroy my oppo- 
nent was getting to an all time low. I 
was getting soft. I even started taking 
pity on some of the slobs I rassled. 
So my shrink told me to go back to 
Dusty. He understands me. Now I 
feel like I could kill someone again.” 

Individually, Murdoch did fairly 
well. He wrestled in Florida for a 
lengthy period until he lost a “loser 
leave town” match. But that didn’t 
stop him from getting even with his 
opponent. 

“Ha, dat’s right,” Murdoch chuck- 
led as he made the whole thing out to 
be a big joke. “I came back a week 
later disguised with a mask and beat 
the hell out of the guy who used 
illegal tactics in that loser leave 
town bout. Then I unmasked myself 
and let the fans know that “Super” 
Dick was back in town. Man, you 
should have heard the cheers 
for me!” 

He stayed in Florida for a while 
and then left “because of lack of 
competition. “How the hell can you 
keep rasslin’ guys like Brisco. I got 
tired of beating him up so often.” 

Buck Robley, who was also in Flo- 
rida at the same time as Murdoch, 
made a deal with him. 

“Look,” he said. “You're wrest- 
ling as a single now and that means 
you're after a single title, right?”

Banned in many parts 
of the United States 
and Canada, Chris 
Colt, formerly one 
of the Hell's Angels, 
is raising hell in 

the midwestern 
United States. The 
most controversial 
man in wrestling, 
Colt is adored by 
those who know him 
personally, hated by 
those who've seen 
his vicious action 
during his matches. 


For five days reporter Roger Baker 
became Chris Colt's shadow. He traveled 
with him, lived with him and ate his meals 
with him. He got him to talk as he never 
did before. What came out of it is a story 
unlike any you've read anywhere else! 


HE BIG BOEING 707 touched 

down right on schedule at 
11:45 a.m. I was landing in Omaha, 
Nebraska from Chicago’s O’Hare 
International. As we taxied down 
the runway I wondered exactly what 
this guy Chris Colt would be like. 

I'd seen him wrestle in Toronto 
and had spoken to him briefly in 
the Maple Leaf Gardens dressing 
room. When I told him I wanted 
to do a feature article on him he 
said it'd be great. 

A few months later, after Chris 
didn’t return to Toronto, I received 
a note from him. “I’ve been in Omaha 
for about eight weeks now,” it said, 
“and I'm really tearing ‘em up. Fly 
on down and be our guest. You'll 
get a good story.” 

The “our” turned out to be Chris’ 
manager, Ronald of Hollywood. 

They met me at the airport and we 
drove 20 miles to where they were 
staying. I was famished and they 
hadn’t eaten breakfast, so we tied 
into a good lunch of fried chicken 
and cold beer. Ronald, it turns out, 
is quite an accomplished cook, and 
subsequent feasts of lasagne and 
barbecued Nebraska T-bone steaks 
were eagerly devoured. 

The boys were appearing in Rosen- 
blatt Stadium that night against 
Cowboy Bob Ellis and we had all 
afternoon to relax, around the pool 
and beat the 95-degree heat. But 
it wasn’t too relaxing for Chris. 

When you have a reputation like 
he does, anonymity becomes impos- 
sible. So all afternoon, young people 
surrounded him at the pool, some 
bold enough to push him in. In one 
instance it almost resulted in tragedy. 

A youngster had shoved Chris into 
the water and he had to veer his 
body in mid-air to avoid hitting a 
little girl clinging to the edge of 
the pool. In trying to avoid her, 
Chris missed cracking his head open 
on the side of the pool by a matter 
of inches. He just grazed her when 
he landed, but it was enough to give 
her a gash over her eye.

Chris 
applied a butterfly bandage. Then 
the older brother of the boy who'd 
pushed Chris came over with his 
younger brother alongside. The 
youngster apologized to Chris. He’d 
seen what happened to the girl (his 
sister) and was terrified. Chris put 
his arms around the shoulders of 
both boys and told them it was okay. 
It was a touching moment. He’s ab- 


stopped the bleeding and

solutely wonderful with children. 

It is now 7:30 p.m. and we're in 
the dressing room behind the dug- 
out of the outdoor stadium. The 
crowd is sparse. The temperature 
is still high as is the humidity. The 
dressing room isn’t air conditioned 
and everyone is sweaty and miser- 
able. 

Buddy Wolfe is already in an argu-

ment with referee Ernie Dusek. 
Japanese ace Higo Hamaguchi, who 
speaks no English, is doing deep 
knee bends. Harley Race is talking 
with Ronald of Hollywood. Chris, 
nervous, is pacing back and forth 
across the room. 

Tonight’s match is a grudge bat- 
tle. Colt has agreed to have Ronald 
attached to the corner ringpost so 
he can’t interfere. Two weeks ear- 
lier, Ellis and Colt got involved in 
a bloodbath and both needed stitch- 
es. Ronald had the indignity of hav- 
ing dirt flung in his face courtesy 
of Ellis. Colt had been disqualified. 
Eight other wrestlers had to charge 
into the ring to separate Ellis and 
Colt. And in the short time he’s 
been here, Chris has become the most 
disqualified wrestler ever to appear 
for promoter Joe Dusek. 

The match is even wilder this time. 
Colt gets his hands on an adjustable 
wrench and continually slams Ellis 
with it, opening monstrous wounds 
on his head. The cowboy looks as if 
he’s being butchered alive! Colt is in 
a frenzy and begins slashing Ellis with 
a chain! 

The match continues along these 
lines and winds up when Colt goes 
berserk and attacks the referee. 
Ellis has to be assisted back to the 
dressing room. Colt stands outside 
Ellis’ dressing room door yelling at 
him to come out and fight like a man. 
It takes 10 minutes to calm Chris 
down. 

“I warned you there’d be buckets 
of blood spilled tonight,” Colt tells 
Joe Dusek. “Get out of here and go 
console your cowboy friend!” 

Shaking his head, Dusek leaves. 
“Ive never seen anyone like him 
before,” the promoter says. “He’s 
an absolute savage.” 

After treating his wounds,- Chris, 
Ronald and myself leave the Sta- 
dium. In the parking lot we're the 
target of rocks, obscenities and 
hysterical Ellis fans. Colt wants to 
take on the whole crowd. Ronald 
persuades him not to. We get in the 
car and leave. 

It has been a rough night and the 
cold beer we have when we return 
to the apartment is good. We have 
no trouble falling asleep and no- 
body wakes up before noon the 
next day. 

Ron prepares another great meal 
but Chris doesn’t seem hungry. He 
has an awful headache and his fore- 
head is a mess. But that isn’t why 
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Cowboy Bob Ellis drags 
Chris Colt by the hair 
(above) as their war 
spills out of the 

ring and onto the 
stadium grass. Colt 
(right) is a bloody, 
battered man as he 
sinks to his knees 
after Ellis gave him 

a rough time. Chris, 
however, battled 
back and even tried 
to get to Ellis in 

the dressing room. 


he’s lost his appetite. Chris had 
placed a call to Phoenix, Arizona 
to speak to a promoter there. He 
inquired as to the health of another 
wrestler with whom he'd been very 
close friends: 

“Didn't you know?” the promoter 
asked Chris. 

“Know what?” Colt replied. 

“He was knifed in a bar in Phoenix 
and died on the operating table.” 

Chris hung up the phone and I 
could see goose bumps come up on 
his arms. He was stunned. The rest 
of the day we sat around the place 
and did nothing. It was like a morgue. 

That night, to get Chris’ mind off 
what he'd heard, Ronald suggests 
we hit downtown Omaha and go to a 
few clubs. We go to a place called 


“The Heat” and everybody’s moving 
to the music. The place is full of 
guys and dolls, but as soon as Chris 
walks in about a half dozen chicks 
stop what they're doing to eye him. 
He doesn’t seem to care. 

Then he spots a cute little gal do- 
ing her thing with a tambourine. He 
goes over to her table and a minute 
later they are rocking together out 
on the floor. When I say a little gal 
I mean it. She’s a midget. He invites 
her back to our table along with some 
other folks we met and we wind up 
partying all night. 

It’s now 3 a.m. and the party has 
just broken up. Chris, Ron and my- 
self are driving home and I figure 
this might be a good time to get 


the story of the most controversial 
wrestler in wrestling. I did. 

Chris was born in Idaho and moved 
to Eugene, Oregon at the age of 
five. He has an older sister with 
whom he’s quite close. 

“In school I had long hair and un- 
conventional ideas long before any- 
body ever heard of hippies,” Chris

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recalled. “I was always being has- 
sled by teachers and they were al- 
ways putting me down. I knew when I 
was eight years old that I wanted to 
be a wrestler and I used to save my 
dimes and nickels just to buy every 
wrestling magazine I could. I even 
read them during classes. 

“I used to hitch-hike to Portland to 
see the matches when my family 


moved there a few years later. I was 
in my teens and the urge to become a 
wrestler was greater than ever. I was 
so hung up I figured if I couldn’t 
make it as a wrestler I'd settle for be- 
ing a referee. Can you imagine that? 
Me. Chris Colt. A referee? 

“IT got my first match when I was 
17. It was in Illinois. I got banged up 
by an old pro who didn’t like the idea 
of being put in there against a 17- 
year-old punk. He took it out on me. 
There were more beatings after that 
and I was convinced I was a social 
outcast. | had dropped out of high 
school and everybody looked down 
on me because I wanted to be a wres- 
tler. 

“I was too light. I weighed 165 
pounds. I had no money to join a 
health club or buy weights to build 
myself up. The first winter I wres- 
tled I got so sick I caught pneumonia 
and nearly died. My weight went 
down even further. 

“Finally, when I was 18, I got a 
break. Tony Santos booked me in 
Boston where I met Ronald, who was 
wrestling as ‘The Golden Boy.’ He 
was also light—about 175 pounds 
—and together we chipped in enough 
money to buy weights and build our- 
selves up. 

“When I was 19 we went to Cali- 
fornia and met members of the Hell’s 
Angels, the infamous motorcycle 
club. We decided to take their name 
since our life style agreed with theirs. 
They gave us their approval, al- 
though we did not belong to the club 
or associate with them. 

We donned leather boots, Levis 
and studded belts. We raised hell 
for six beautiful years. We wres- 
tled the top teams in California, 
Chicago, Detroit, Oregon, Arizona 
and elsewhere. Our battles with 
Bruiser and Crusher are legend. 
We beat the Kangaroos in Detroit. 
We also whipped the famous father 
and son team, Wild Bull Curry and 
Fred. « 

“The Currys wanted our tag team 


championship more than anything, 
* but they couldn’t beat us in the ring. 


One night a couple of years ago, 
that S.O.B. Bull sucker-punched me 
in a hallway between dressing rooms 
in Cincinnati. I was out for 20 min- 
utes and the punch busted a front 
tooth. When I came to I could have 
gone crazy from the pain since the 
nerve was exposed. But where the 
hell can you find a dentist at 11 
o'clock on a Saturday night? I had to 

Continued 
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go to a hospital to have a porcelain 
cap put on. It cost me $125.” 

One of the toughest battles the 
Hell’s Angels ever faced was in 
Phoenix, Arizona when they took 
on Bob Ellis and Luis Martinez. 
Here is Colt’s exact account of that 
match: 

“This was one of those grudge 
matches that went on for seven and 
eight weeks straight. Martinez and 
Ellis figured the only way to beat 
us was to dress like us in boots, Levis 
and belt buckles, so for obvious 
reasons, to satisfy the fans, the pro- 
motor arranged the match. We didn’t 
like the idea of anybody copying us 
but we okayed the match and man, 
let me tell you in that first fall they 
used those boots and belt buckles 
and laid me wide open so that when 
I was standing up my blood was 
dripping down to the canvas. My 
boots weren't black, they were red 
from the blood dripping out of my 
head. That was the first fall and 
they beat me. 

“In the second fall my partner 
jumped right out of the ring and 
grabbed a chair and busted Ellis 
over the head with it. He split his 
head open completely. We beat him 
for the second fall. 

“This match, had a no disquali- 
fication clause. The referee just 
stood in a neutral corner and didn't 
care what happened to either team. 
He was only there to count pin falls. 
This type of match is unheard of and 
it is a more brutal match than any- 
thing ever seen in a so-called Texas 
Death Match and that’s got to be 
pretty damn wild, man. 

“With the score evened up and me 
still bleeding, I felt I was getting 
weak, with temperatures so high and 
the humidity so low. The wrestling 
fans were sitting there fanning them- 
selves and I felt tension as I stood 
up for the third fall because our 
championship belts were on the line. 

“As the third fall came in, at least 
four to six rows of ringsiders got 
up and picked up their chairs and 
started throwing them in the ring 
at us because of the way we had 
beat Bob Ellis with chairs ourselves. 
We don’t deny that we used chairs 
but it was a ‘no disqualification’ 
match. If they can’t take it then 
let them get out of the business. 
The point is they wanted it, they 
demanded it and they got it. 

“We began running Louis Marti- 
nez’s head into a ring post and he was 
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Chris is full of confidence as 
he poses outside of the dréssing

bleeding so bad he couldn't see 
where he was. He even tried to tag 
my partner because he didn’t know 
him from Bob Ellis, that’s how bad 
his eyes were burning and stained 
from the blood that was running in- 
to them. 

“We grabbed them, man, and we 
busted their heads together till they 
didn’t know where they were. When 
they got hold of my partner they 
put the boots and the belt buckles 
to him and got him bleeding all over. 
That left four of us in the ring all 
bleeding at the same time. 

“The next thing I knew, two fans 
jumped into the ring and started 
swinging at us and the odds were 
four against two. There had been 
consecutive rioting since the second 
‘fall. 

“The police security guards jump- 
ed in and tried to prevent what hap- 
pened in the ring, but couldn't. Eve- 
tybody was getting clobbered. The 
referee went down and wasn’t able to 
render a decision. We ended up 
being down and out, too. 

On the way back we were jumped, 
hit in the face by womens’ purses, 
and almost stabbed. They grabbed a 
guy who pulled a switchblade out 
of his pocket just as he went at us 


to cut us up. 

“We got back to the dressing room 
and couldn’t stop bleeding. The 
promotor came back and said we'd 
better go to the hospital. So they 
called a cab for us and we went to 
the hospital and got sewn up. 

“I don’t know how many stitches 
they put in us. The promotor came 
in and had the decency to pay the 
bill. We went back to the arena with 
headaches and all patched up, to 
pick up our checks and car. At that 
time we had a Cadillac, which was 
parked out back. 

“When we got to it we found the 
front windshield all caved in. It had 
been smashed by a rock or some- 
thing. There was glass all over the 
front seat and dash. I turned on the 
ignition to try and start the car and 
it was dead. We were getting all cut 
up, our back and legs from the glass 
fragments. I took the key out of the 
ignition and told Ronnie, ‘let's go 
home. I can’t take any more of this.’” 

Eighteen months ago Ronnie got 
hurt. He was hurt so bad he had to 
quit wrestling. And suddenly, the 
names of the California Hell’s Angels 
were no longer seen in newspaper 
ads across the country.

The cool man doing the talking is 
one of wrestling’s newest stars, Hank 
James, a man so good (so he says) he 
doesn’t even have to take off his 
street clothes to wrestle. 

“That's right, my man,” James, a 
talkative sort, continued. “Only rea- 
son these cats wrestle in special duds 
is cause they don’t want to get their 
good threads all sweaty. Well hell, 
ain’t nobody I’ve ever seen yet can 
make ol’ Hank James work up a 
sweat. Beating these cats is easy as 
eatin’ breakfast.” 

James does have the most unique 
wrestling costume in the sport. It’s 
really a non-costume. When he strolls 
down the aisle towards the ring he 
wears a big hat, silk shirt, $75 flare 
pants, $150 boots and smokes a big 
cigar. 

Before he climbs into the ring he 
waves both arms out to the crowd “so 
I can soak in the applause,” he says. 
But the only applause he hears must 
be in his imagination. Ol’ Hank, as he 
calls himself, isn’t exactly the most 
popular man in Texas since Jim 
Bowie. 

When he finishes waving to the 
crowd, he slowly struts up the stairs

and into the ring. Then he walks and open him up, I don't want to be 


around the ring, eyes closed, smok- 
ing his cigar, “gettin’ the feeling,” 
as he says. 

Next, a valet comes into the ring 
and as Hank leans back on the ropes 
the valet shines his shoes. This is 
done, according to James, for two 
reasons. 

“First.” he says, “I gotta be lookin’ 
sharp. My shoes collect dust from the 
peasants as I go from the dress- 
ing room to the ring. 

“Second, when I stomp some cat 


infecting him, man.” 

James is a huge man, standing 
about 6-5 and weighing 240 pounds. 
But, as he is quick to point out, 
there’s not an ounce of fat on him. 
And when he gets his mitts on an 
Opponent—watch out! 

His first 12 matches ended with 
him pinning his opponents. The 
longest it had taken to pin any one 
man was 39 seconds! And that, ac- 
cording to Hank, was because “the 
cat kept runnin’ away from me. Hell, 


it took me a full 20 seconds to catch 
that man.” 

One man not particularly impress- 
ed with Hand James, however, is 
Dory Funk Sr. James had been 
quoted as saying some rather un- 
complimentary things about the el- 
der Funk and Dory was after his tail. 

“Every time I'd polish some cat 
off in a few seconds,” Hank related, 
“the fans would say ‘wait'll the Funks 
get you.’ That’s all I kept hearin’— 
the Funks, the Funks. Hell, I didn’t 
even know what a Funk was! Sounds

like some kind of rat. You know. 
Watch out man or you gonna get 
bitten by a Funk.” 

James then went down to the pro- 
moter’s office to find out, believe 
it or not, what a Funk was. Accord- 
ing to the promoter, he really didn't 
know. 

“This guy just comes in off the 
street one day and says he wants to 
wrestle,” the promoter recalled. “I 
told him it wasn’t that easy. 

“Yes it is, he tells me. I asked if 
he had any experience.

James whips Bill Cody (left) into the 
ringpost and then pins him (above) in 
fewer than 30 seconds. Until the night

“Yeah, he tells me. ‘In St. Louis.’ 
I asked him what arena. 

“Arena? he says, ‘man I ain't 
never been in no arena. I'm talkin’ 
about alleys, man! 

“I get these tough guys all the time, 
but I didn’t like this one at all. I 
figure I'll teach him a lesson. I got 
him licensed and stuck him in a pre- 
liminary match figuring he'll get 
buried. 

“My first surprise is when he shows 
up for the match in street clothes.

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HOW PEDRO BEAT 


World Wide Wrestling Federation heavyweight champion Pedro 
Morales traveled 3,000 miles in search of Ernie Ladd's Amer- 
icas championship. He whipped Ernie, didn't come back with 
the Americas’ belt, and almost lost his own in the process! 


Like a turtle flipped over on its shell, Ernie Ladd’s legs are flipped over his chest and his shoulders 
are pinned to the canvas. Ernie tried but couldn’t squirm out of it. He was beaten. The referee counted 
to three and Morales and most of the spectators were convinced he was the new Americas’ champion. 


HE ANGRY YOUNG man 
stormed back to the dressing 
room. He picked up a gym bag from 
a bench and hurled it across 
the room. Then, as hard as he could, 
he slammed his powerful fist into a 
locker putting a huge dent in it! 
Had he just lost? Had he been dis- 
qualified? Had he gotten a fast count? 
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No. None of these. For the young 
man storming about the locker room 
had been the winner. It was a clean- 
cut, no-doubt-about-it victory. 

So why the violent reaction? 

The man best able to explain it— 
World Wide Wrestling Federation 
heavyweight champion Pedro Mo- 
rales—was in no mood for explana- 


tions. He’s the one who was present- 
ly occupied with taking the locker 
room apart. 

“I'm never coming back here!” 
he roared to no one in particular. 
“Never!!! They couldn’t pay me 
enough to come back to California!” 

Sounding more like noted Cali- 
fornia-hater Terry Funk, Pedro

finally calmed down enough to ex- 
plain what seemed like a weird de- 
cision to the packed audience at the 
Olympic as well as to Pedro himself. 

“Doubletalk,” Morales said. “All 
doubletalk. They said they couldn’t 
give me the belt because it was sup- 
posed to be a two-out-of-three-fall 
match. Then they told me they

couldn't give it to me because I al- 
ready held the W.W.W.F. belt. All 
doubletalk. They had no intention 
of giving me that belt from the very 
start!” 

To fully understand Pedro’s anger, 
it is necessary to back-track a little 
bit. Morales, who first gained star- 
dom in southern California, has been 


wooed by promoter Mike Lebell to 
return there for a long time. But 
until recently, Morales was not al- 
lowed to defend his belt outside 
W.W.W.F. territory. When an _ in- 
formal exchange program was work- 
ed out among the feuding federa- 
tions, Pedro decided to accept Le- 
bell’s invitation. Continued 
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There was an added inducement, 
of course. His opponent was to be 
one of Morales’ most hated rivals, 
Ernie Ladd, whom Pedro had already 
defeated back east. But since that 
defeat, Ladd had bounced back to 
annex the America’s Championship, 
and Pedro figured if he could beat 
Ladd once he could do it again— 
except now he could add another 
important title while doing it. 

So Pedro put his W.W.W.F. cham- 
pionship belt on the line against 
Ladd’s Americas’ belt. 

Pedro's appearance in California 
was one of the biggest events in 
west coast wrestling since Bruno 
Sammartino ended a five-year exile 
to appear in the annual 22-man Bat- 
tle Royal. And Pedro did everything 
he could to make it a success, includ- 
ing flying out of New York ahead of 
schedule so he could make a few TV 
appearances. 

The many fans who remembered 
the champion, and even those who 
didn’t, gave him a rousing reception 
as he entered the ring for the best 
two-out-of-three-fall title contest. 
Ernie Ladd is not exactly an over- 
whelming crowd favorite in southern 
California. 

Pedro handed his belt over to a 
ringside official and waited for Ladd 
to make his grand entrance. He did, 
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Big Ernie’s down 
on one knee as 
Morales increases 
the pressure on 

a chinlock. Ladd 
hammered Morales 
throughout the 
early part of 

the contest, but 
the champion got 
stronger as the 
match progressed. 
When the match 
turned out to be 
more than one 
hour long, Pedro's 
conditioning 
proved to be the 
determining 
factor. 


strutting into the ring wearing a satin 


jacket and sporting the Americas’ 
belt around his waist. 

“Did that clown give you his belt, 
man?” Ernie asked an official. 

“Yes he did,” the official replied. 

“Good,” Ladd added, removing 
his own belt and handing it to the 
man. “I’m gonna be wearin’ both of

these when I leave the ring!” 

Both wrestlers stepped to the 
center of the ring, but Ladd didn’t 
wait for the bell to ring before attack- 
ing. As the referee was frisking Mo- 
rales for foreign objects—Ladd 
lashed out with a vicious kick to the 
groin which sent Pedro crumpling to 
the mat in pain.

Ladd falls face-first to the canvas after being whipped into the 
corner turnbuckle. To his credit, Ernie absorbed a terrific amount 
of punishment before finally succumbing to the W.W.W.F. champion. 


Ernie continued stomping on the 
Puerto Rican star as the referee 
tried to hold him off. He finally yank- 
ed the 6-9 former football player 
away from Pedro and pushed him 
back to his corner. The bell rang 
and the few seconds respite allowed 
Morales to partially recover from the 
sneak attack. 


But it was all Ladd in the early 
going as he continually dropped 
Pedro with kicks to the stomach and 
groin. Twice he kicked Morales 
right out of the ring and twice Pedro 
just beat the count crawling back in. 

As hard as he tried, Ernie couldn't 
put the finisher on Pedro. Before 
too long it seemed as if Ernie had 


taken his best shot while Morales 
was just beginning to unleash his 
attack. 

And attack he did! 

Grabbing Ernie’s arm, Pedro whip- 
ped him into the ropes and met him 
with a ‘stunning backdrop as the big 
man bounced off. Everytime Ernie 
tried to get up he was nearly sliced 
in half by a Morales dropkick. It was 
an airborne attack and Ernie didn’t 
know where the next blow would 
come from. 

Despite the punishment he was 
taking, Ladd is strong and tough. So 
when Pedro finally tried to pin him, 
he had little trouble throwing 
Morales off or kicking his way out. 

Both wrestlers had expended an 
awful lot of energy in those first 10 
minutes as each went for an early 
pin. They were beginning to tire a 
bit and it was obvious this would be 
one of those marathon matches with 
the tide turning first one way and 
then another. 

And that’s what happened. The 
action waged back and forth. Not 
since Pedro faced Bruno Sammar- 
tino or Ladd faced Abdullah the 
Butcher had either man been in such 
a bone-crushing war. And to the 
credit of both, neither one was will- 
ing to give an inch.

H E'S A WILY veteran with the 
quickness and brashness of a 
rookie. He’s 6-0 and weighs 253 
pounds. He’s tough and he’s mean, 
He's been one of the top stars almost 
from the first day he began wrestling 
professionally. His name is Ray Ste- 
vens. 


Q: Welcome to the “Hotseat,” Ray. 

A: Thank you. 

Q: Ray, fill everyone in on which 
titles you've held. 

A: I’ve held every title in the wres- 
thing business except the world’s 
heavyweight title. 

Q: Why haven't you won that one 
yet? 

A:It’s only a matter of time. 
Gagne, Morales, Funk, they've all 
been avoiding me. And I’ve been 
concentrating on defending my tag 
team championship. I think I can 
take the big title any time I want it. 

Q: Okay. Ray, you're a-big favorite 


in some parts of California. Why do 
they hate you everywhere else? 

A: Well, uh, the only way I can 
answer that is that people just don’t 
like a winner in anything. You know 
how people are. They root for the 
underdog. I’m rarely the underdog 
when I wrestle. 

Q:Do you wrestle differently in 
California from the way you wrestle 
in other parts of the country? 

A: Not particularly, no. 

Q: You give the same treatment to 
everybody. 

A: That's right. 

Q: Speaking of that treatment, it's 
been noticed you seem to enjoy bru- 
talizing your opponents, especially 
smaller opponents. What satisfaction 
do you get out of brutalizing a man? 

A:I get a satisfaction out of beat- 
ing anybody ... including my mother 
if she stepped in the ring with me. 

Q: You would beat your own moth- 
er? 


A: That's right. In that ring it's 
another world. 

Q: But why brutalize a man rather 
than just beat him? 

A: Why not? 

Q: Couldn't you be just as success- 
ful if you wrestled in a “cleaner” 
style? 

A: I don’t consider my style dirty. I 
consider myself a little more intelli- 
gent than most of these guys. 

Q: What about things like raking 
eyes or kicking? 

A: Well, you. know what they say, 
all’s fair in love or war. 

Q: But what does that have to do 
with intelligence? 


What makes Ray Stevens tick? He’s 
pointing to it. “What you might 

call questionable tactics,” he 

notes, “I call intelligent moves.” 


A: You have to be intelligent 
2nough to take advantage of your op- 
portunities when they arise. 

Q:So you're admitting you use 
those questionable tactics? 

A: I'll do anything to win and I’ve 
been-a winner all my life. Besides, 
you're the one who says they’re ques- 
tionable, not me. 

Q: You don’t think so? 

A: Nope. 

Q: Okay. Another question. We've 
gotten letters from the midwest in 
which fans claim Nick Bockwinkle 
“carries” you in your tag team match- 
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es and that your team would be noth- 
ing without Nick. What do you say to 
that? 

A: Well, that might be somebody’s 
opinion, but I have a record behind 
me which speaks for itself.

Q: Don’t get mad.

Q: Have you—Ray Stevens—ever 
tried to get yourself deliberately dis-

qualified? 

A:I have done it. Remember, 
you're talking about big, big money if 
you lose your championship. Again, 
if you're intelligent enough to take 
advantage of the rules and get away 
with it— why not? 

Q: Do you think that’s ethical con- 
duct for a champion? 

A: We're talkin’ money—not eth- 
ics. 

Q: Ray, you've wrestled all over

foreign wrestlers know they have to 
come here to make the big money 
and meet the best wrestlers.

A: No, because your top wrestlers 
wrestle from ceast to coast. 

Q: Besides yourself, naturally, 
whom do you consider to be some of 
the top wrestlers? 

A: Well, there’s Bruno Sammar- 
tino, Pedro Morales, Professor-Tana- 
ka, Pat Patterson, Verne Gagne, Wil- 
bur Snyder, Bruiser, any number of 


guys. And any of these man can beat 
any of the others on any given night. 

Q: You’re famous, among other 
things, for your “Bombs Away,” 
where you climb up on the top rope 
and kneedrop your opponent. Did 
you invent that or pick it up from 
somewhere? : 

A:I watched Dick the Bruiser 
years ago and learned it from him. 
I'm one of the few guys who was ever 
very friendly with the Bruiser and he 
told me about it and I perfected it. 

Q: If you seriously damage an op- 
ponent with this hold... let’s say hos- 
pitalize or even kill someone with it 
... would you go ahead and use it in 
your next match? 

A: It wouldn’t bother me in the 
least. Of course I'd use it. ; 

Q: What would happen if that move 
is banned as it is now in some areas? 
For example, in Texas jumping off 
the top rope means you get a $500 
fine. Would you still use it? 

A: I’ve got several other ones | 
can use. In fact, I very rarely use that 
hold anymore. When you've been

around as long as I have you have to 
know more than one way to win. I 
do, It'd be no problem whatsoever. 

Q: People are wondering why, in 
the midst of a successful career in the 
midwest and on the west coast, you 
came east to get a crack at Pedro 
Morales’ W.W.W.F. heavyweight ti- 
tle? 

A: It goes back to what I said be- 
fore. | know I can beat Morales. I 
know I can beat Gagne. I know I can 
beat Funk. I feel all of these guys 
have avoided me. Actually, I haven’t 
really pressed the issue until just late- 
ly because I'm one of the biggest 
moneymakers in the wrestling busi- 
ness. But now I’m starting to press 
the issue and I feel these guys have 
all avoided me intentionally. 

Q: Okay, Ray. To change the sub- 
ject, recently an old “buddy” of yours, 
if we can call him that, Paul DeMar- 
co, was stabbed by a fan after leaving 
an arena in California and was injur- 
ed pretty badly. When you hear about 
something like that, does it give you 
second thoughts about becoming a 
wrestler? 

A: Of course you think about it 
and I feel badly for DeMarco. I don’t 
like to see something like that hap- 
pen to anybody. But anyone in pub- 
lic life is always open to the possi- 
bility of some nut attacking him. If 
you go by that, being a political can- 
didate or President is more danger- 
ous. Look what happened to the Ken- 


nedys, Martin Luther King and 
George Wallace. You can’t let it stop 
you because if you do you'll always 
be running scared. I don’t know what 
they did to the guy who stabbed Paul 
DeMarco, but I think any fan who 
attacks a wrestler should have his 
weapon taken away and be forced to 
spend five minutes in a locked room 
with the wrestler he attacked. Then 
they should televise what that guy 
looks like when he leaves that room. 
I guarantee you there wouldn't be too 
many more attacks. 


Q: Okay, Ray, we're going to ask 
you a question we ask everyone we 
put on the “Hotseat.” If you were in 
charge of all wrestling in the U.S. 
and Canada, what changes, if any, 
would you make? 


A:I don’t know that I'd change 
anything. I think wrestling’s okay as 
it is. After all, it has made me a pret- 
ty wealthy man.

When she died on Oct. 5, 1970 
I broke down and cried and I couldn't 
do a TV show on the Monday night 
following because | was too bust- 
ed up inside. When she went she 
took a piece of my heart. By the way, 
that was one of her biggest numbers 
and one of her biggest selling re- 
ords. 

“They took her body and cremated 
her and sprinkled her ashes over

way, you're not copying each other, 
it’s just saying, you were where my 
head is at. But nobody else ever 
brought my thoughts out of me the 
way she did, nobody else had the guts 
to do what she did. 

“Like when I die man, I want her 
music played at my funeral and I 
don’t want them to dress me in a 
white shirt and tie and put my hands 
across my chest like everybody else 
does. I think I have the right to call 
my own shot at my own funeral al- 
though I won't feel or know any- 
thing about. But I want to be dressed 
in my boots, a sloppy pair of jeans 
and a T-shirt and I also want to be 
cremated and have my ashes spread 
over Marin County. 

“Janis gave everything she had 
to her public and held nothing back. 
She told the truth in her music and 


her public knew it, and when she 
died at the age of 27 I think half the 
world died a little with her. 

“T figure it like this. ’'m 26 and I 
give my audience, the people who 
pay to see me, everything I have. 
Whether they like me or not is their 
business. I don’t really care,” 

On Monday at 6:30 p.m. we leave 
for a country fair date in Syracuse, 
Nebraska. Chris and Bill Howard are 
teaming against Stan Pulaski and 
Jerry Miller. Chris gets himself dis- 
qualified, as usual, and after the 
match there isn’t even time for a 
quick shower. We have to be back 
in Omaha, 50 miles away, in 45 min- 
utes for a TV taping. We make it 
with five minutes to spare. 

Chris is wrestling a young fellow 
who's much taller and heavier than 
he. The youngster, a rookie, tries 
to show off by shoving his knee into 
Chris’ groin. A minute later a huge 
mouse comes up under the rookie’s 
eye, the result of six quick, short 
punches, courtesy of Christopher 
Colt. 

During the interview, Chris sud- 
enly explodes while on camera. 
He picks up a metal chair and smash- 
es it clean through a sponsor's back- 
drop. Then he smashes the mike and 
table where Joe Dusek and the an- 
nouncer were commentating. Chris 
storms off. 

It’s one in the morning before we 
leave the station and we don't hit 
the sack until 4 a.m. I have a 9:30 
a.m. plane to catch, so when I get 
up the following morning at 7:30 I 
don’t bother saying goodbye to Chris 
and Ronald. They need their sleep. 
They're dog-tired and have to be in 
Sioux Falls, South Dakota that night, 
a 360-mile round trip. 

I think I’m starting to know this 
man I've spent all this time with, 
but I find out I am wrong. As I wait 
for my cab outside their apartment, 
I spot the little girl with the ban- 
dage on her head, the one Colt 
knocked into the pool. She’s carrying 
a brand new, expensive-looking doll. 

She shows me her new present and 
tells me “Mr. Colt bought it for me 
because he landed on me when they 
pushed him into the pool.” 

And then I realized that Chris Colt 
—a man I saw attack another ‘man 
with a wrench . . .a man who destroy- 
eda TV studio...a man with whom 
I'd become a shadow for a few days 
—was as much of a mystery now as 
he was a few days ago!
